At that hour di- 
rect telegraphic and _ telephonic 
communication with Ciudad Tru- 
jillo was cut off, as it had been 
most of the day. 


Haiti, which is beside the Do- 
minican Republic on the Island 
of Hispaniola across a strait from 
Cuba, in the Caribbean, put its 
army on full alert.

to 189. 


The new distribution of House 
séats was posed in the form of-a 
question by Rep.

figure. 


Bloch was the first to appear 
before the reapportionment com- 
mittee Wednesday as the group 
began a series of weekly public 
hearings. 


The plan thrown out by Mc- 
Cracken would give more repre- 
sentatives to Georgia’s larger 
counties, but it would take 29 
seats from medium-sized counties. 


McCracken, who heads the pow- 
erful House, State of Republic 
Committee, said the plan would 
give Fulton 11 seats ( actually it 
would be 12); DeKalb six; Chat- 
ham and Muscogee four each; 
three éach for Bibb, Richmond, 
and Cobb; and two each for 
Dougherty and Floyd. 


The other 150 counties would 
have one representative each, 
making the total House member- 
ship 189 instead of the present 205. 


At present, the eight largest 
counties have three seats each, 
the next 30 two, and the 121 
smallest one each. The county 
unit system gives each county 
two unit votes for every’ House 
seat in Georgia’s all-important 
primaries. 

Floyd is slated to drop from 
three seats to two because of the 
1960 census. Under the plan out- 
lined by McCracken, 29 other 
medium-sized counties each would 
lose a representative. 


Bloch and Carter Pittman of 
Dalton, staunch supporters of the 
county unit system, didn’t greet 
McCracken’s plan warmly. 


_Bloch said he would enlarge 
the House, if it’s changed, by 
adding a seat for every 50,000 or 
100,000 population on top of the 
present membership. Later, how- 
ever, he said it might be better 
to reduce the size of the House. 
Pittman said if Fulton elected 
11 representatives, they would 
‘all be just alike.”’

Misshapen, small] berries usu- 
ally are poor in quality. and fila- 
vor, and often have hard green 
portions. Overripe berries — 
those that look dull, shrunken, 
soft, leaky or moldy—are never 
a good buy at any price.
